The  Borough  of  Bridport  comprises  775  acres  in  area.  Its  greatest 
width  is  in  the  north,  while  a long  narrov/  corridor  connects  it  vdth 
the  sea  at  West  Bay  where  there  are  two  Beaches,  separated  by  the  harbour. 

The  manufacture  of  nets  and  tvri.nes  is  the  staple  industry  which  also 
employs  outworkers  in  their  homes.  Other  industries  are  the  making  of 
pre-cast  concrete  buildings,  light  engineering  and  brewing,  while 
catering  for  summer  visitors  plays  a big  part  in  the  life  of  the  inhabitants. 


The  West  Dorset  Water  Board  took  over  direct  responsibility  of  the 
water  supply  to  the  Borough  on  1st,  April,  1959. 

Approximately  60  houses  in  the  Borough  take  v/ater  from  outside  taps. 

20  samples  of  mains  water,  which  is  chlorinated,  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  analyses,  and  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Dor  Chester 
all  were  satisfactory.  ^

I am  grateful  to  the  West  Dorset  Y/ater  Board’s  Engineer  for  his 
co-operation  during  the  year. 

Drainage  and  _S_e_\TOi^^e_.__ 

In  February,  the  Council  agreed  with  the  Bridport  Rural  District  Council, 
to  accept  foul  water  sewerage  but  not  surface  water  from  the  proposed  Walditoh 
seT;erage  scheme  serving  80  properties. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council  agreed  to  co-operate  v/ith  the 
Bridport  Rural  District  in  discussions  relating  to  sev/ago,  sewerage,  and 
disposal.  It  may  be  that  this  co-operation  will  eventually  lead  to  the 
solution  of  sewage  disposal  in  the  Borough  and  so  abolishing  the  east  beach 
pollution,  and  also  avoiding  the  necessity  of  constructing  sewage  v/orks  in 
rural  villages  in  close  proximity  to  the  Borou^. 

Rivers . 

No  serious  pollution  occurs  in  the  rivers  Brit,  Asker  and  Simene 
during  their  course  through  the  Borough. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Three  men  are  employed  full-time  and  two  men  part-time  in  refuse  collection 
One  refuse  collection  lony  is  used  full-time  and  one  part-time-.  The  refuse 
is  tipped  on  a site  at  Bothenhampton  where  a man  is  fully  employed  to  keep 
the  site  tidy. 

1,000  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  from  approximately  2,910  dustbins/ 

10  Cwt  of  rags  and  10  tons  rf  miscellaneous  salvage  were  collected  and  sold. 

All  tins  are  tipped  on  the  refuse  site. 
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Street  oleaning  xtsls  carried  out  "by  3 full.-time  and  i part-time  sweepers 
with  street  orderly  carts,  and  a total  of  6 mi3.es  were  swept  daily,  1 nilc 
three  times  weekly,  2 rd.les  twice  weekly,  and  3 miles  once  weekly,

Rodent  Control, 

The  work  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Council *s  part-time  operator 
who  investigated  223  complaints  as  w'ell  as  performing  routine  contract 
and  sewer  treatments.  Assistance  was  again  received  from  the  Divisional 
Rodent  Officer  in  connection  \7ith  sewer  treatments. 

The  main  poisons  used  vrere  Antu  and  Warfarin.  (Arsenic  and  Zinc 
Phosphide  being  used  in  exceptional  circumstances). 

Visits  paid  wore  896  to  carry  out  323  treatments . 

Camping  Sites, 

Apart  from  a few  sites  with  a single  caravan  on  each,  the  main 
site  is  at  West  Bay  and  is  ovmed  by  the  Council  v/ho  employ  a full-time 
Supervisor  and  thiree  men  during  the  camping  season  v/hich  lasts  from 
1st,  April  - 30th,  September,  Water  is  supplied  to  various  standpipes 
near  which  are  concrete  tanks  for  the  reception  of  foul  water  and 
which  are  emptied  regularly  by  a tank  emptier.  There  are  water  closets, 
and  hot  and  cold  showers,  A daily  collection  of  refuse  from  covered 
metal  receptacles  scattered  through  the  camp  field,  is  made  during 
August  and  three  times  a v/eek  for  the  rest  of  the  season.  No  caravans 
arc  allowed  to  remain  on  the  site  after  30th,  September, 

It  is  estimated  that  there  were  accommodated  during  the  season 
700  caravans,  1,000  tents,  1,000  cars,  and  200  motor  cycles. 

Schools, 

These  are  regiolarly  inspected.  All  ha.ve  water  closets,  piped  \7ater 
and  Trashing  facilities.  All  are  supplied  daily  with  Pasteurised  milk.

There  are  quite  a nuinher  of  unfit  houses  still  renaining  in  tlie 
Borougli  and  efforts  should  be  made  towards  naking  these  properties  fit^ 
otherwise  the  only  alternative  is  demolition.  The  Public  Health  Inspector 
reports  that  housing  work  has  taken  up  quite  a largo  proportion  of  his  time 
and,  in  the  absence  of  any  re-developnent  or  new  building  for  slum  clearance 
purposes,  the  effort  has  been  directed  towards  the  repair  and  reconditioning 
of  existing  sub-standard  properties.  Three  of  these  groups  v/ero  in  Priory  Lane, 
Seymour  Place  and  West  Aldington,  which  v;ere  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  for 
re-construction. 

The  Council  have  quite  a large  re-housing  programme  to  plan  and  execute 
in  order  to  re-*houso  those  at  present  living  in  houses  v/hich  have  already  had 
Orders  on  then,  and  in  addition,  to  cater  for  general  housing  needs,  as  at  the 
end  of  1959  there  were  approximately  187  on  the  \;aiting  list  for  Coimcil  Houses, 

Bearing  in  mind  the  needs  of  the  elderly  people,  the  Council,  towards 
the  end  of  the  year,  commenced  building  36  one-bedroomed  flats  with  full 
amenities  for  the  housing  of  thie  group.
